The Value of Life. 

One of the int<?resting speciilatioriB 
recently started in England Iioh for a 
■nli^eot the present value of life as com- 
pared witli its value when mankind did 
not spend half of its time in Ktudyiug 
the problem of prolotiging life. Quo 
oi the leading London physicians de- 
clares tliat men were happier and bet- 
ter, and lived nobler lives, before the 

{)iiniiit of health and the yearnings for 
ongevity became a craze almost 
amouQtuig to madness, and before the 
questions what to eat, drink and to 
avoid, and what to wear, and how to 
live, by what means to avoid iiiti etioii, 
ro keep o& disease, and to escape death 
for a few weary and wearied yeam^ were 
the all-engrohsiiig ones. Another urges 
tliat the Jiiurvival of the fittest," so far 
as the race is concerned, is a great mis- 
take ; and tht»t humanity in (general 
would be a great deal better oil" it there 
were less of the loving labor new ex- 
pended in prolonging the Uvea of the 
weak, diseased and crippleil. 

Tliere is no danger that either of those 
views will find general acceptance. The 
world has become so accustomed to 
stnclying the laws of health and lono; 
life, and enjoys the study so much, that 
it is not Ukely to abandon it, even for 
the purpose of bringing back the happy 
days when men didn't care anything 
about diet and drainage and pure air. 
There is just as little danger of any 
retrogression in the matter of carin'g 
for th< k and helpless. It mav be 
worse the race, in one aspect of the 
case, to ^ iolong lives of suffering and 
to iuterleie with the natural procesa 
which extinguishes the weaklings in a 
few generafions. But what the race 
loses in this way it is repaid an hundred- 
fold in the cultivation and expansion of 
its finer emotions. — Detroit Free Press. 

Doubtful PraiHe« 

The late Archduke Francis Charles of 
Austria, father of the present £mperor 
and brother-in-law of the great Napole- 
on, when Ferdinand made over the 
crown to him in 1818, declined the hon- 
or in favor of his son with these words : 
"I am a good Viennese citizen, but 1 
would make a bad Emptror." Tlie 
Archduke had a sharp tongue when oc- 
casion demanded. The brilliant bntocm- 
ceited pianist, Leopold von Meyer, once 
played before him a dilhcult composi- 
tion, to the rather too-evident satisfoc- 
tiou of the pianist himsell It was very 
warm, and Herr von Mayer was some- 
what exhausted by iiis exertions. His 
heated face and unlimited conceit were 
t(X) much for the ArcliduKe, and w hen 
the artist, with manifest self-complacen- 
cy, looked to him for praise, Francis 
Charles saroasticaUy said : "I liave 
lieard Tlialberg, and T have list^-ned to 
Liszt (profound bow from the pianist), 
and I must say that neither of tho<ie 
eminent artists (here Herr Mayer exe- 
cuted the most obsequious of saluta- 
tions)— 4 repeat it, that neither of those 
famous masteis— perspired hslf m free- 
Ivas you do. "

Sometime dofing the year 1880, Catha- 
rine A4mn,ayoung lady of Brown county, 
P«,<}tm^ over to Kentucky to visit a married 
sister whoso home is in the West end of 
this county. While there she became ac- 
quain^d with a young man of Uie neigh - 
boi^ood named Lewis Sehwetkart. tfc 
was ,^ frequent yisitoif s^ the home o^ Miss 
Adam's sister and soon he became smitten 
witli iHe charms of the fair Ovtharine, st 
least wc are led to infer as much from the 
plaintilTs petition which was filed in the 
office of the clerk of the Mason circuit 
court on the 17th of December. The 
petition sets forth that on July 11th 1880, 
" being theli andihere unmarried, plaintiff 
at the special instance and request.of the 
defendant, did agree and promise to mar- 
ry said defendant and that said defendant 
then and there undertook and faithfully 
promised to marry her said jdaintitr."

A Snrrus Filter. — A correspondent 
of the Baltimore tS'un thus describes a 
filter which he says he uses with perfect 
success for all the water his family re- 
quires. It is a gallon glass funnel with 
a small piece of sponge in the bottom, 
on which rest half a domn slender sticks 
to faeilitate the percolation, these being 
also placed at intervals all around a 
piece of mnslin a foot or two s(|uare. 
The muslui is filled with, say, a pmt of 
closely-powdered chiirooiil. Through 
this he filters the water. At first a little 
of the dharooal passes through, but it 
soon becomes a perfect filter. 

Cement for Kubber. — Powdered 
shellac if softened in ten times its 
weight of water of ammonia, whereby a 
tranHparoiit mass is obtained, which be- 
couu'H fluid after keeping some little 
time without the use of hot water. In 
three or four weeks the mixture is per- 
fectly liquid, and when applied it will be 
found to soften the rubber. As soon as 
the ammonia evaporates the rubber har- 
dens again — it is said quite flnnly — and 
thus becomes impervious to gases and 
liquids. For cementing sheet rubber, 
or rubber material in any shape, to 
metal, glass and othor smooth purfaces, 
the cement is highly recommended. — 
Scientific American. 

A GOOD way to avoid wasting fiour 

each time you use your kneading-board 
is to brush it carefully oflf the board into 
a small sieve ; sift out the flour, it will 
be good to use again. When making the 
crust for a |X)t-pie there is danger, as 
every cook knows, of the crust falling 
when it is cooked an the kettle with the 
meat or chicken. If instead of doing 
this you put the crust on a plate and 
steam it lor three-quarters of un hour, 
it will not be heavy. Be sure to have 
plenty of water in the kottle so that you 
Avill not have to take the steamer off m 
order to put more in. Make the crust 
just as you do buking-powdiT biscuit. 
When tlio meat is ceoktid and the gravy 
made, drop the crust into the gravy and 
leave it there for a minute or two. 

All fiHh should be fried in the purest 
oil. This can bo used over and over 
again by clarification, and, all things 
considered, oil is quite as eoonomioal as 
lard or dripiuiig. Clean your pan with 
silver paper, put therein sullicieut oil to 
thoroughly and deeply immerse the tiiih. 
Permit tins to boil, and it Avill attain so 
liigh a t<'uiiK'r;itMie that when a finger 
of bread is di^ i into it and instantly 
drawn out, tue oread has acquired a 
1 )rown Biurface, or a piece of white paper 
dipped into it comes out dry, then — and 
not until then — your tiah, alreadv egg- 
and-bread crumbed, is launched lig[htly 
on the surface of tho oil, the boiling 
power of which will keep it oiioatw ana 
then, according to the thickness of tho 
fish, from two to three minutes should be 
given
